The al- 
ready roomy interiors require little 
alteration, but remarkable results 
are to be obtained by reworking 
the exteriors, as illustrated here.

ANY examples of this type house are 
found in all sections of the country. 
As usually erected, it is square in plan and 
has a box-like appearance. It has a dis- 
tinct advantage in its square rooms, and 
simple changes on the exterior that will 
remove the box-like look can be easily and 
economically made. The alterations sug- 
gested here show several ideas over a wide 
range of cost, any one of which will greatly 
improve the house.
